more than eight years witnessed a 
flood, and yet it was related by them 
that when the flood of that year subsi- 
ded, the only object to be seen upon 
the face of the land, between the pres- 
ent location of Alameda street and the 
high land on the east side of the river, 
which was there at the coming of the 
flood, was the large sycamore tree now 
standing near the Aliso mill. All else 
had been swept away by the water or 
covered up with sand and sediment.

Southern Californian Farmers. 

The farmers of this lower country are 
very independent this season.

$1.60@$1.65, it could be bought afiy- 
where north from Ventura to San Fran- 
cisco, for $1.25 to $1.35. This fact 
goes to show the independence of the 
position of the Los Angeles farmers. 
They are masters of the situation and 
know full well that their produce will 
be in demand, and that the market will 
require it before another crop is ma- 
tured, and it speaks well for the finan- 
cial condition of this people that they 
are in a condition that they can set 
back upon their dignity and wait for the 
market to come round. 


Railroad Work Stoppe.t. 

Mr. Chas. Stewart, late in the employ 
of the California Southern Railway 
Company, reports a general discharging 
of employes from the railway shops at 
National City.
